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Big Mining Suit 


Kennedy Extension vs. Argonaut 


$700.000 DAMAGES ASKED

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The biggest damage suit that lias heen 
commenced in Amador county for many 
years was started this week by the K en­ 
nedy Extension Mining Company against 
the Argonaut Mining Company. The 
complaint was tiled December I, and 
asks for damages for trespass upon the 
mining ground of plaintiff to the tune of 
$700,(XX). The Kennedy Extension is a 
recently 
formed corporation, operating 
what is know as the Muldoon mine. 
A 
shaft was sunk on this property to the 
depth of 800 feet some ten or twelve 
years ago, and work was then abandoned. 
The mine remained idle until about a 
year ago, when the present corporation 
assumed control, and started work to 
clean out the shaft, The shaft has been 
cleaned to its entire depth, and some 
drifting and crosscutting has been done, 
but of course the developments have not 
reached to any portion of the ground 
alleged in the complaint upon which the 
Argonaut is claimed to have trespassed, 
the points of alleged trespass iieing fa' 
helow the deepest working of the M ul­ 
doon claim. 
It is said 
that Messrs Perry and 
Hulme, who are largely interested in the 
operations of the Kennedy Extension, 
are stockholders in the Argonaut, and as 
such have on several occasions secured 
access to the underground workings of 
the Argonaut. 
We give herewith a synopsis of the 
complaint filed in the superior court late 
Wednesday afternoon: 
The complaint sets forth that 
the 
plaintiff, or its predecessors in interest, 
are the owners of the Muldoon quartz 
mine in 20 6-11, the northern portion of 
the Jackson quartz mine, and a portion 
of a placer m ine; that within the north 
and south end lines of tile lode known 
as the Muldoon lode mine, said lode 
dips easterly on its descent into the 
earth and carries gold and silver bearing 
ore; that from the point designated as 
a point on the lode line of the Jackson 
quartz mine and the point designated as 
the north end thereof there extends the 
outcrop of a lode known as the “ Jackson 
lode" carrying gold bearing ore in its 
dip to the east in its descent into the 
earth; that plaintiff have heen in peace­ 
able possession of the Jackson 
lode 
since November, 2 18(35, and of the 
Muldoon lode since January 1, 18813; 
that the defendant company is in pos­ 
session of a piece of non-mineral land 
claimed by it as a mill site and known as 
the Pioneer mill site an Immediately 
north of the Muldoon quartz m ine; that 
the defendant company commenced to 
sink a shaft in 1893, within the Pioneer 
mill site which-had an easterly dip, and 
is now 3150 feet in depth; that m ining 
operations have been maintained ever 
since in and about said shaft, 
and 
particularly at the 27(50, 2880, 3000 and 
3120 foot levels; that long levels have 
been run w ithin the boundaries of the 
land owned by plaintiff: that cross cuts, 
upraises and stopes have been made for 
the purpose of extracting gold bearing 
ore from a vein within said surface 
boundaries and for a distance of about 
800 feet at right angles south from said 
sha ft. 
Plaintiff is informed 
and alleges 
on information and belief that 
said 
shaft so sunk was through unproductive 
country rock without following 
any 
vein or mineral deposit, and neither 
were any of the levels, stopes, cross­ 
cuts or any undergound work 
con­ 
structed or sunk upon any vein, lode or 
mineral deposit having its apex w ithin 
the exterior boundaries of any ground 
claimed by defendant; that said de­ 
fendant through such underground w ork­ 
ings entered the said mining land of 
plaintiff and crossed “ course No. 12“ 
on the surface, far a distance of about 
ti(H) feet southerly from such ccurse. 
Plaintiff is informed and believes, 
and alleges that by means of such shaft 
and underground works defendant lias 
wrongfully, fraudulently and secretly, 
and without license, knowledge or con­ 
sent of plaintiff, continuously during 
three years last past, entered upon, 
broken into said lauds of plaintiff and 
milled, worked and extracted ore from 
bodies and veins of ore lying within 
vertical planes passed throuh the e x ­ 
terior boundaries of plaintiff's lands and 
is now so working und extracting ores 
from said lands, and unless restrained 
hy this court will continue to extruct 
therefrom large quantities of gold and 
other mineral heuring quartz and unless 
restrained will continue to appropriate 
and convert the same to its own use and 
benefit. 
• 
Plaintiff is informed and believes ttiat 
suid defendant has full knowledge of 
ores so m ined; that defendant lias con­ 
cealed such tacts of such mining opera­ 


tions from the plaintiff and said plain­ 
tiff never had any means or opportunity 
of discovering or ascertaining such facts 
in connection with said shaft and under­ 
ground works of said defendant. 
Plaintiff did not nor were tney advised 
or informed of the mining or working 
within the exterior boundaries of said 
land within 
six months immediately 
prior to the commencement of this 
action; that plaintiff first learned of 
such operations from people working in 
defendant's shaft and underground work­ 
ings. Plaintiff does not know, the ex­ 
tent of such underground workings, and 
to ascertain the extent of such opera­ 
tions and the examination of the same 
and making a survey thereof the per­ 
mission of this court is necessary.- 
The operations of plaintiff have not 
exceeded a depth of 80.) feet. 
Plaintiff is informed and beiieves'that 
through such m ining operations the de­ 
fendant has mined 50,000 tons of gold 
bearing ores of the value of $500,000. 
That plaintiff has no knowledge of 
what part of said 50,000 tons of ore were 
removed during the three years prior to 
the commencement of this action. 
Plaintiff is informed and believes that 
the mining operations carried on by de­ 
fendants have so damaged and wasted 
plaintiff’s veins that it will be exceed­ 
ingly difficult, if not impossible, for 
plaintiff to economically or profitably pro­ 
secute successful 
mining operations 
therein, or in the neighborhood of said 
underground workings, and that by such 
extraction of ores the condition has been 
made dangerous and unprofitable for 
plaintiff to prosecute mining operations 
in the neighborhood or proximity of 
such undeground w o rk s; that by reason 
of such excavations plaintiff's veins and 
mineral deposits have been damaged to 
the extent of $200,000. 
Plaintiff is informed and believes that 
defendant is extracting 5,000 tons of 
valuable ores per month, the exact value 
of which is now difficult to ascertain. 
Plaintiff prays judgment against de­ 
fendant— 
1st. That defendant and its agents be 
enjoined from working, mining, or en­ 
tering’ upon any portion of plaintiff's 
properties. 
2d. That by a final judgment defendant 
be perpetually enjoined from doing any 
of the acts above specified, and that all 
entries to any portion of plaintiff's said 
mining properties by defendant by means 
of any of the underground works of de­ 
fendant be effectually closed by an order 
of this court at the expense of the de­ 
fendant. 
3d. That plaintiff 
have 
judgment 
against defendant for $700,000, and for 
its costs. 
4th. That plaintiff have judgment for 
such other and further relief against the 
defendant in the prem ises as is just and 
equitable. 
The attorneys for plaintiff are Mor­ 
rison, Cope & Brobeck, and Ed. W. 
Lynch of San Francisco.

ACCIDENT ON 
AMADOR CENTRAL 


An Employe Severely Hurt 


The down freight train on the Amador 
Central rairload met with an accident 
Wednesday afternoon that suspended all 
traffic over the road for the balance of 
the day. 
At a point about two miles 
from lone, one of the cars loaded with 
sulphurets got off the track. 
It was a 
straight portion of the track, with easy 
grade, and why the car should leave the 
track wc are unable to explain. No one 
of the train crew was hurt, but the track 
was torn up for a distance of 51 feet. The 
wreckage put a quietus on all traffic un­ 
til the damage cóuld be repaired. 
The 
supplies and material and men neces­ 
sary to repair the damage were at the 
Martell end of the line. A hand car was 
started 
from Martell 
loaded 
with 
material for the scene of the wreck, in 
charge of Jack King. 
At a point near 
the Newton copper mine, King noticed 
some obstruction on the 
track, 
and 
realizing that he could not avoid a col- 
lission with the object, he concluded to 
jum p off the car. 
In doing so his rain 
coat caught in the brake, and he was 
thrown violently. 
His right leg was 
fractured, right ear cut off, 
and a 
severe gash was cut in tli' back of his 
head. The wounded man was brought 
to Mariell, and Dr. Endicott set the 
lim b and treated him otherwise,and he is 
getting along as well as could be ex­ 
pected. The accident to the freight car 
prevented the up-passenger train from 
coming through that night. 
A convey­ 
ance was dispatch to bring the mail to 
Jackson, and did not reach here until 
about 11 o'clock. The track was re­ 
paired during the night, and the pas­ 
senger train made the trip Thursday 
morning on time.

The fur stuffed boots w ere pulled, 
a.'.-J the bearskin p an ts w ere stripped. 
Then half of the body was quickly 
pushed into the bag. 
A brick of pem- 
m iean was nest tak en out, and the 
teeth were set to th e grind of this 
bouelikc substance. 
T he appetite was 
alw ays large, lint a h alf pound of cold 
withered beef and tallow changes a 
hungry man's thoughts effectually. 
The tea. an hour in m aking, was now 
ready, aud we rose on elbows to take 
it. 
Under the influence of the warm 
drink the fur coat w ith its m ask of ice 
w as removed. Next th e shirt, with its 
ring of ice about the w aist, comes off. 
giving the last sense of shivers. Push­ 
ing farther into the hag. the hood was 
pulled over the face, and we were lost 
to the world of ice. 
The warm sense of m ental and phys­ 
ical pleasure which follow s is an in­ 
tersting study. The m ovem ent of oth­ 
ers. the sting of the air. the noise of 
torturing winds, the blinding rays of 
a heatless sun. the pains of driving 
snow s and all the b itter elem ents were 
absent. The mind, freed of the agita­ 
tion of frost, w andered to home and 
better times under th ese peculiar cir­ 
cum stances; there com es a pleasing 
sense with the touch of one’s own 
w arm skin, while th e companionship 
of the arm s and legs, freed of their 
cumbersome furs, m akes a new dis­ 
covery in the a rt of getting next to 
oneself. 
In the Heart of a Storm. 
On March 27 it blew a half gale at 
night, hut at noon on the following 
day the wind eased. 
The bright sun 
anil 
rising 
tem perature 
were 
too 
tem pting to remain 
quiescent, and. 
though the west was still darkened by 
threatening clouds, th e dogs were put 
to the sleds and off th e y w ent among 
the wind swept hum m ocks. 
We had 
not gone many tulles before the first 
rush of a storm struck us. 
Throwing ourselves over the sleds, 
we waited the passing of the icy blast. 
There was no suitable snow near to 
begin the erection of a shelter, but a 
few miles northw ard w as a promising 
area for camp, and to tills we hoped 
to take ourselves a fte r a few mo­ 
m ents' rest. The squall soon spent Us 
force, and In the wind w hich followed 
good progress was m ade w ithout suf­ 
fering severely. The tem perature was 
■11 degrees below zero F. and the ba­ 
rom eter 20.03. 
Once in moving order, the drivers re­ 
quired very little encouragem ent to 
prolong the effort to a fair day’s 
nuireb hi spite of th e w eather. 
As 
the sun settled In th e w estern gloom 
lie wind In< leased its fury and for*ed 
■js Into camp. 
Before the gloom was 
finished u steady, rasping wiud brush- 


about sufficiently during sleep to keep 
on top of tin- accum ulating d rift, but 
my com panions were out of sight and 
did not respond to a loud call. 
A fter a little search a blow hole was 
located, and In response to an o th er call 
cam e Eskim o shouts. 
Violent efforts 
w ere m ade to free their bags, but the 
snow settled on them tighter w ith each 
tussle. 
I w as surprised a few m om ents later 
as I w as digging their breathing place 
open to feel them burrow ing through 
the snow. 
They had entered the bag 
w ithout undressing and half em erged 
w ith sh irt and pants on. b u t w ithout 
feet. 
A fter a little more digging th e ir boots 
w ere uncovered, and then, w ith pro­ 
tected feet, the bag was freed and 
placed on the side of the igloo. 
Into 
it the boys crept in full dress, except 
coats. 
I rolled out to their side in ray 
bag. 
Move on Refrtshod. 
The air came in hissing spouts, like 
jets o f steam from an engine, but soon 
a fte r noon of the 20th the ice under 
our heads brightened. 
It becam e pos­ 
sible to breathe without being choked 
w ith floating crystals, and as the ice 
about the facial furs was broken a lit­ 
tle blue was detected in the w est. 
The dogs w ere freed of snow eutau- 
glem euts and fed. aud a shelter was 
m ade in which to melt snow and make 
tea. 
A double ration was eaten, and 
then the sleds began to move again. 
Soon the sun burst through the sep­ 
ara tin g clouds and raised icy spires in 
tow ers of glitter. The wind then ceased 
entirely, and a scene of cry stal glory 
was laid over the storm sw ept fields. 
W ith full stomachs, fair w eather and 
a m uch needed rest, we moved w ith in­ 
spirations anew. 
Indeed, w e felt re­ 
freshed as one does after a cold bath. 
T he pack liad been much disturbed, 
and considerable time and distance 
were lost hi seeking a w orkable line of 
travel. 
Camping at m idnight, we had 
only m ade nine miles for a d ay ’s ef­ 
fort. 
A w akening in time for observations 
on th e m orning of the 30th, th e w eath­ 
er w as found beautifully clear. 
The 
fog. w hich had persistently screened 
the w est, had vanished, and land was 
discovered at some distance w est, ex­ 
tending parallel to the lino o f m arch. 
The observations placed us a t latitude 
84 degrees fit) minutes, longitude 95 
degrees 30 minutes. 


A Long Coast Line. 
In th e occasional clearing spells for 
severa 1 days we Imd seen sharply de­ 
fined land clouds drifting over a low 
hand of pearly fog, and we had ex­ 
pected to see IunI when this veil lifted. 
We Imd, however, not anticipated to 
see so long a Hue of const. 
T'lie land 
as we saw it gave the im pression of 
being tw o Islands, but our observations 
were Insufficient to w arrant such an 
assertion. 
They may be islands; they 
muy be n part of n larger land extend­ 
ing fa r to the west. 
W hat w as seen 
>f th e most southerly coast extends 
from S3 degrees 20 minutes to 83 de­ 
grees 51 m inutes, close to the one hun­ 
dred and second meridian. 


This land has nn Irregular m ountain-1 
ous sky line, 1* perhaps eighteen bun-! 
dred feet high and resembles in Its 
up|ier reaches the highlands o f Ilel 
berg islnnd. 
The lower shore line wan 
at no tim e visible. 
From S t degrees 23 minutes, extend 
I Ing to 85 degrees 11 minutes, close to 
the one hundred mid second m eridian 
the const Is quite straight. 
Its upper 
surface Is flat, and mostly Ice capped, 
rising In steep cliffs to about tw elve 
hundred feet. The lower surface w as so 
Indistinctly seen that we were unable 
to detect glacial stream s or Ice walls. 
Both 
lands 
were hopelessly hurled 
under accum ulated snows. 
Wc w ere eager to set foot on the 
newly discovered coast, for we be 
linved then, as proved by later experi­ 
ence, th a t these were the earth’s north 
crmost rocks, but the pressing need 
for rapid advances In the nlrn of our 
inoln m ission did not permit of de­ 
tours. 
Resolutions were re-enforced 
and energy w as harbored to press on 
ward for the pole lu nn air line. 


F air Marches Mads. 
Every observation, however. Indicat­ 
ed an easterly drift, and n w esterly 
course m ust be continuously forced to 
counterbalance the movement. 
A c u r­ 
tain was d raw n over the land in the 
afternoon o f March 31, and w e saw 
no more o f it. 
Day after duy we now 
pushed along iu desperate northw ard 
efforts. 
S trong winds and fractured, 
irregular Ice Increased the difficulties. 
Progress w as slow. 
In one w uy or other we managed to 
gniu a fair inarch between storm s d u r­ 
ing each tw enty-four hours. In an oc­ 
casional 
spell 
of stillness 
m irages 
spread screens o f fantasy out for our 
entertainm ent. 
Curious 
cliffs, 
odd 
shaped m ountains aud Inverted 
Ice 
walls w ere displayed in attractive col­ 
ors. D iscoveries were made often, but 
with clearer horizon the deception w as 
detected. 
On April 3 the barom eter rem ained 
sternly and 
the therm ometer sank. 
The w eather became- settled and clear. 
The pack becam e a more perm anent 
glitter of color and joy.. At noon th ere 
was now a dazzling light, while the 
sun a t m idnight sank for but a few 
moments u n d er n persistent northerly 
haze, leaving the frosted blues bathed 
iu noonday splendor. 
In these d ay s we made king inarches. 
The ice- steadily improved. Fields be­ 
came larger and thicker;, the pressure 
lines less freq u en t and! less trouble­ 
some. 
N othing changed m aterially. 
The horizon moved; our footing w as 
seemingly a solid crust of ice, b u t it 
shifted eastw ard. 
All w as in motion. 
Often we w ere too tired’ to build snow 
houses, and in sheer exhaustion w e 
bivouacked in the lee o f hummocks. 
Here the overw orked body called for 
sleep, but th e m ind refused to close the 
eye. 
In a Lifeless World. 
There- w as a weird attraction in the 
anom aly of our surroundings w hich 
aroused the spirits. 
W e had passed 
beyond the range of all life. 
F o r 
many days w e had not seen a sugges­ 
tion of anim ated nature-. 
There w ere 
no longer footprints to indicate other 
life; in» b reath spouts escaped from 
the frosted bosom of the sea. 
. 
Even the sea algae of the surface 
w aters w ere no longer detected. 
W e 
were alone, all alone, in a lifeless 
world'. 
W e had com e to this m ental 
blank in slow but progressive stages. 
As we sailed from tlie barren areas of 
the Usher folk along the outposts of 
civilization the complex luxury of th e 
metropolis w as lost and the brain call­ 
ed for food. 
Beyond, in the haif savage w ilder­ 
ness of D anish Greenland, there w as 
the dawn o f a new life of prim itive 
delight. 
Still farth er along. In th e 
ultima T hule o f the aborigines, the 
sun rose over the- days of prehistoric 
Joys. 
A dvancing beyond the linunts 
of man, we reached the noonday splen­ 
dor of thought in times before m an'» 
creation. 
Now, as w e pushed beyond the h abi­ 
ta t of all creatures, ever onward. Into 
the sterile w astes, the sun sets. 
lie- 
yond were 
night and hopelessness. 
W ith eager eyes we searched the 
dusky plains of frost, but there w as 
no speck of life to grace the purple 
run of death. 
In this m id-polar basin the ice does 
not readily escape nud disentangle, i t 
Is probably in motion at all tim es of 
the year, and in the readjustm ent of 
the fields follow ing motion and expan­ 
sion there a re open spaces of w ater, 
and these during most months are 
quickly sheeted w ith new ice. 
M easuring the Ice. 
In these troubled areas we were giv­ 
en frequent opportunities to m easure 
lee thickness, and from our observa­ 
tions we have come to the conclusion 
that the k o during one year does not 
freeze to a depth of more than about 
ten feet. 
B ut much of the ice of the 
central pack reaches a depth of from 
twenty to tw enty-five feet, and occa­ 
sionally wo crossed fields fifty feet 
thick. These invariably showed signs 
of ninny y ears of surface upbuilding. 
It Is very difficult to surmise tho 
amount of subm erged freezing a fte r 
die first year, but the very uniform 
thickness of the antarctic sea Ice leads 
to the suggestion that a limit is reach­ 
ed in the second year, when the ice, 
with Its cover of enow, Is so thick th a t 
very little is addeil afterw ard from be­ 
low. 
Increase in size after tlmt Is prob­ 
ably In the m ain the result of ad d i­ 
tion to the superstructure. 
Frequent 
falls of snow, combined with the a l­ 
ternate m elting and freezing of sum ­ 
mer and a process similar to the u p ­ 
building of glacial ice, are mainly re­ 
sponsible for the growth In thickness. 
The 
very 
heavy, 
undulating 
fields 
which give ( Iiiiraeter to tlu* mid-polar 
Ice mid escape along the east niul w est 
roasts of G reenland are therefore m ost­ 
ly augm ented from the surface.

Another step toward the production of 
electric plants for the famer seem s to 
have been achieved at Buckenhill, 
Eng. 
A w ind turbine 24 feet in d iam eter 
is 
m ounted on a steel tower 7ft 
feet high, 
about 43ft yards from the house and 80 
feet above its level, 
and 
drives 
a 
specially-designed generator, w ith arm a­ 
ture running in vertical position, 
ad ­ 
apted to a speed variation of 400 to 1600 
revolutions per minute.. 
T he current 
is conducted by overhead copper wires 
from the generator at the foot of the 
tower to a storage battery of 28 cells in 
an outbuilding 
of the 
house. 
The 
battery is divided into two equal groups 
of cells, and is designed to feed about 
100 O sram metallic filament lam ps 
in 
the lighting circuit, 
besides d riv ing a 
50-volt motor for working a chaff-cutter, 
circular saw, and root-pulping m achine. 
The m otor is in a shed 80 yards 
from 
the house, connected to the battery by 
an underground cable. 
The plant is 
entirely automatic and a special 
tail 
gear changes the position of the wheel 
when its stopping is desired, 
and also 
when the wind reaches a certain prede­ 
term ined velocity. 
With hall 
bearings 
and gears inclosed in an oil bath, the 
plant could be neglected for a year w ith ­ 
out damage from lack of lubrication. 
The apparatus has been in successful 
operation a few weeks, and has done 
wood-sawing and other work in addition 
to lighting the house. 


W hen the making of electrolytic 
iron 
is fully developed, it is expected that 
iron objects can be made d irect from 
the ore in its bed without any necessity 
of m ining. 
iron tubes or plates can be 
made by placing iron ore or cast iron in 
an acid bath, and connecting it witli the 
positive pole of a dynamo, the negative 
electro being a lead-covered 
wooden 
core for a tube or a similar flat surface 
for a plate. 
When the iron deposit is 
thick enough, it is taken out, 
th e tube 
being heated to remove the core. 
The 
electrolytic iron is very pure and can be 
made from poor or iron waste. 
The monoplane, it is pointed 
out, 
is 
better adapted than the bipldne for mak­ 
ing in small sections to pack 
in the 
aviator’s trunk when he goes to his 
su m m er home. 


The instructive model of the solar sys­ 
tem designed by Agnes ray, 
a British 
teacher, is on a scale of one million 
m iles to the foot, and she suggests that 
the u p per classes in any school may take 
it to advaniage. 
While she used a hol­ 
low wooden ball for the sun, a calico 
hall stuffed with hay 
would serve as 
well. 
On this scale, the sun, 
800,090 
m iles in diameter, is reduced to 
10 2-ft 
in ches; Mercury, 3,000 miles ¡Venus and 
the eartli each 8,0000 miles, to two pin­ 
heads of 1-10 inch; Mars, 3,000 miles, 
to 
1-20 
inch; Jupiter, 
8,000 
miles, 
1 1-25 
inches; 
Saturn, 74,000 
miles, 
9-10 in c h ; 
Uranus, 33,000 m iles, 2-ft 
inch; Neptune, 37000, iniles, 2-5 
inch. 
The planets are mounted on pins at the 
top of of four foot posts, M ercury being 
36 feet from the sun, 
Venus 67. the 
eartli 93, Mars 142, Jupiter 484, 
Saturn 
887, w hile Uranus is 
1783 feet awav, 
and N eptune ¿800. 
The 
moon, 
2,000 
m iles in diameter, is a sphere of 1-40 
inch mounted on the post 
witli 
the 
earth at a distance of three inches, and 
the two satélites of Mars, 8 of Jupiter, 
9 of Saturn, 
4 of Uranus, 
and 
I 
of 
Neptune, are mostly mere specks quite 
hear 
th eir respective planets, 
Jupiter 
having its eighth moon at the extreme 
distance of 15 feet. 
|On this 
scale, a 
light year is 1100 miles. 
A lpha Cen- 
tauri would be as far away from London 
as N ew York; and 61 Cygni, th e nearest 
star visible in the northern hem isphere 
as far away as 
Pekin via N ew Yor . 
The M ilkv Way, 
if correctly assumed 
to be 4.000 light years from us, 
would 
be-- on the scale of the m odel—about 
20 tim e s as distant as the real moon 
from the real earth. 
Giving m otions on 
this 
scale, 
the 
earth 
would 
revolve 
around the sun 167 times each second; 
N eptune would make its 3 m ile 
circuit 
in one second; and the 
precession of 
the equinoxes would be completed in 2 
minutes.

The sam e plan is effective for 
destroy­ 
ing rats. 


The rubberized leather of a new Lon­ 
don factory said to he he made by giving 
the hides a protective chrome tanning, 
then filling the interstices with rubber. 
Babbit, goat 
and sheep skins become 
extraordinarily,tough as well as water­ 
proof, and are expected to he especially 
valuable for m otor tires, miners’ boots, 
and many other purposes. 


In efforts to enforce legislation against 
smoke from factory chimneys, evidence 
as to the degree and duration of sm o ki­ 
ness has been difficult to get as the e sti­ 
mates of w itnesses vary greatly. 
The 
new smoke tinom eter of John I.owden, 
a 
Scotch 
engineer, 
gives 
accurate 
measurements by 
the 
color 
of 
the 
smoke. The instrum ent is a tube having 
an eyepiece at one end, 
while the op­ 
posite end has two apertures, 
front of 
one of which is a revolving diaphragm 
having five circular holes, 
four of them 
containing glass tinted to correspond to 
the already adopted 
standard 
smoke- 
scale of Ringlemann. 
The 
observer 
looks towards the windwaid side at the 
smoke issuing from the chimney. 
He 
sees through th e clear hole and one of 
the tinted ones at the same time, 
the 
latter facing the clear sky beyond the 
smoke, while the clear glass shows a 
circular patch o f the column of smoke. 
The diaphragm is revolved until the two 
holes are 
equally illuminated. 
The 
numhered scale on the instrument gives 
the numher corresponding to light grey, 
dark grey, black, or other shade of the 
Ringelniann chart, and furnishes 
the 
inspector an exact record of the c h im ­ 
ney's performance. 


Why 
the dream of 
utilizing 
the 
energy of 
waves 
cannot be 
realized 
has 
been 
explained 
by 
Signor 
Riccardo Salvaordi. 
The mean horse 
power of waves he finds to he really 
quite small, and even if the energy were 
less variable, th e expense of accumulat­ 
ing it—in reservoirs of compressed air, 
for instance—could not be considered. 
Waves a yard high furnish one horse­ 
power per yard of coast, waves"two yards 


high yielding seven horse power. 
The 
yard high wave is usually the greatest 
that can he depended on for half of the 
days of the year, and the cost of a plant 
to utilize its energy would he something 
like 81000 per horse power. 
Storage battery cars 
arc now running 
on a number of Prussian railroads, where 
they have proven very satisfatory. 
On a 
car oT the Limherg-Camherg line, 
the 
batterv has 170 cells, yielding current at 
346 volts, and there arc four fifty horse­ 
power motors, permanently coupled in 
parallel. The cars weigh 60 tons, includ­ 
ing ten tons of electrical 
apparatus, and 
15 tons of battery. 
Speed is regulated 
by different couplings of the ceils, and 
the grouping is operated by a small elec­ 
tric motor.

JVhiguct, w hich signifies “ Lily of the 
Valiev,’’ who was in 
her 40th year. 
Stora made her acquaintance at Algiers, 
and soon 
fell desperately in love. 
He 
accompanied 
Mile. 
Muget from 
place 
to place when she was on her profes­ 
sional tours, going with her as far as 
Russia, hut, 
as was explained at the 
trial, she seldom had a good word for 
him. 
Much of th is infatuation was a ttri­ 
buted to his having acquired another 
habit in her society. 
In reply to a q u es­ 
tion from the presiding judge, he said : 
“ I wonted to do like her, and so took 
ether. 
It seem ed a very simple process. 
At first I was dazzled. 
I saw visions, 
and when I 
gazed upon Muget at my 
side she appered to me more beautiful 
and younger. 
And she kept exclaiming,

Meanwhile, M uguet was chatting gayly 
with friends 
in the warm cafe, aud 
making fun of her lover as he shivered 
in the cold outside ; but no one joined 
in her m errim ent, 
for they all pitied 
him. 
At last sh e condescended to join 
Stora, who took her off to dinner at a 
restaurant.

THE SANITATION CAR. 


The meeting of the teachers Institute 
at lone held two weeks ago was signal­ 
ized by a visit of the sanitation car, 
which is sent out under the direction of 
the state board of health. 
It is designed 
to help the cause of sanitation 
and 
public health by practical illustrations 
of health methods and the ways of deal­ 
ing with disease. 
The car was visited 
by the teachers and citizens generally, 
and was explained by those in charge. 
Dr. Snow, of the state board of health, 
being present to 
explain 
its objects. 
The following account taken 
from the 
lone Echo, will he of interest to our 
readers. 


There are many things to be seen in 
the car which are of special interest to 
our people, and as this is, for the most 
part, an 
agricultural community, the 
farm house has proved of special in­ 
terest to visitors. 
The model shows the 
conditions 
of 
overcrowding, lack of 
ventilation, 
and 
methods 
of living 
which favor the spread of tuberculosis 
in a prosperous country home. 
A tuber­ 
culous relative visiting the family com­ 
pletes the essentials for demonstrating 
the progress of the disease from member 
to member of the family. 
The out­ 
buildings and well of this farmhouse 
show the methods by which typhoid 
fever is conveyed from one individual 
to another. 
A model showing tenement-house con­ 
ditions and the wrong methods of taking 
the “ fresh air cure’’ has proved an 
important feature of the exhibit. The 
arrangement of the apparatus has been 
so planned that the demonstrator may 
emphasize any 
phase of the subject 
which he'finds his audience specially 
interested in. The models 
illustrating 
housing conditions lead to those dealing 
with “ fresh air’’ 
tents and sleeping 
porches, 
sputum 
cups 
and 
similar 
devices, and to a working model of a 
tuberculosis sanitorium. 
The tuberculosis sanatorium demon 
strates the value of the state hospital as 
a means of preventing the spread of 
the disease, not as a home for hopeless 
cases after it is tóo late f&r recovery. 
The modei is constructed in three sec­ 
tions (1), a city; (2) a tuberculosis 


tent colony in the mountains, showing 
convalescent patients serving as state 
fire rangers during the summer months; 
and (A) a farm colony, showing the re­ 
covered patients located in country out­ 
door occupations. “ The hospital train­ 
ing school for consumptives" is the 
title of this model. It is easy for the 
demonstrator to show that each man 
thus trained becomes a valuable fighting 
unit against this disease, which causes 
the death of one out of each seven of 
California’s residents. 
Several hundred photographs, showing 
occupation conditions 
favoring tuber­ 
culosis, have attracted much attention. 
One collection shows things not .ordi­ 
narily thought of in connection with the 
subject. This list iucludes a harmonica, 
a tin whistle, a pipe, a telephone, tin 
dipper, lead pencils, a “ family” hand­ 
kerchief. 
An 
excellent series 
of 
cultures, 
vaccines, and 
scrums has been con­ 
tributed by the Gutter Laboratories of 
Berkeley, and supplemented by general 
culture specimens from the State Hygi­ 
enic Laboratory. 
A model is grouped 
with these exhibits, showing the tech­ 
nique of testing a cow for tuberculosis, 
and the resulting reaction temperature 
curve. 
Among the illustrations of com­ 
bating tuberculosis is a model showing 
the use of a farm kitchen as an operat­ 
ing room for the early removal of tuber­ 
culosis glands. 


Each year approximately 
400 Cali­ 
fornia babies, under one year of age, 
die from diarrhoea and enteritis. 
It is 
estimated that less than ten per cent of 
these 
are 
hreast-fed 
babies. 
The 
models accompanying the charts showing 
these facts represent the bad features 
of an average California dairy and the 
improvements which should be made to 
render it a safe dairy. 
Bad milk un­ 
questionably plays a large part in the 
death of these babies. This part of the 
exhibit is equipped with culture plates 
showing the growth of bacterial colonies 
in milk, and various devices for proper 
collection 
and transportation of milk 
from the cow to the consumer. Tne 
exhibit shows also the methods adopted 
by milk commissioners for the control 
of 
certiHed-inilk. ” 
A large group of relief models show­ 


ing the pollution of streams, ground 
water wells and springs has been of 
great 
interest 
in 
certain localities. 
This group shows the various ways in 
which the fi.OOD preventable cases of 
typhoid 
fever 
originate 
each year. 
Along with this part of the exhibit are 
shown medels of septic tanks, a sand 
filter, 
dry-earth 
toilets, 
garbage in 
cinerators and similar devices. 
Mounted specimens of disease-carry­ 
ing flies and mosquitoes, and diagram­ 
matic charts 
showing 
their anatomy 
were contributed by the Entomology De­ 
partment of Stanford University, 
A 
series 
of 
charts and statistics 
showing the value of vaccination against 
smallpox has been of particular interest. 
The United 
States records approxi­ 
mately 175,000 deaths 
annually from 
tuberculosis. 
A 
bell 
timed to ring 
175,000 times in a year is included in 
the exhibit. This bell rings once every 
three minutes, 
and has caused very 
general commept.

When 
the 
statement 
was 
recently 
TC&ie that Emma Le Doux was afflicted 
with tuberculosis and that her weakened 


phvsica! condition did not warrant the 
authorities 
in 
further prosecuting the 
woman on the charge 
of having killed 
McVicar, the man w hose body as 
found 
in a trunk at the Southern 
Pacific rail­ 
road station, 
a 
com m ission was 
ap­ 
pointed to make a thorough examination 
of the accused and report to the 
court. 
Drs. E. Harbert and 
S. E. L it1, i 
were 
selected for that work and yesterday they 
made the 
follow in g report to District 
Attorney M c N o b le : 
"In com pliance with your request of a 
report on the present condition and state 
of health of M rs 
Emma 
Le 
Doux, 
w e 
beg leave 
to 
su b m it 
the 
following: 
That on the 24th day of November, 1909, 
we visited the jail 
and made physical 
examination of said person, which 
was 
negative so far as there being any tuber­ 
cular infection 
of the 
lungs 
or any 
othei part of the body. 
At this time w e 
made application of 
the Moro's tuber­ 
cular test, and on the 26th dav of 
N o ­ 
vember, 1909, patient was taken to 
Dr. 
Harbert’s office for further examination, 
and as to the finding of tuberculosis the 
results were negative. 
She has a slight 
pharyngitis and a chronic inflammation 
of the cervix. 
N either of the above 
affections are 
seriou s or greatly 
d e­ 
trimental to the 
? n ; 1 hea th. 
The 
patient was returned 
to 
Dr. 
Harbert’s 
office again on N ovem ber 27, 
1909, and 
further examined, with the same results 
stated above."

afflicted with a catarrhal trouble which 
caused some annoyance 
in 
her 
throat 
and made an irritation that led to 
o c ­ 
casional coughing, but it 
produced 
no 
indication of lung trouble and

She is not robust, 
as a matter o f course, 
but she is 
able 
to stand the strain of a tria!,

officers say. and they are preparing

proceed with the trial on
